The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 26-30, 32 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A) In claim 26, the listed gases do not contain S and P; the claims now require one gas 
which contains both of these elements. The added clause to claim 26 is not clear. 

Claim 3 1 was not incorporated; the claim language was changed. The^claims are interpreted that 
the apparatus requires the presence of both carbon gas and P/S gas; a gas-fi*ee apparatus would 
still be anticipated by Foster. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
